lines In order that appropriate action can be taken on any such 
additional inlormation as warranted. 



3. The Memphis Office is being instructed to advise 
responsible Tennessee state authorities handling the King murder 
case of tiie information furnished by the Department and that there 
is no basis to the allegation that the KDI of forced money to 
anyone to frame James Earl Ray for the King murder.
